Harry Stevens Is New 
Canadian Luminary

HE WAYS of government 

change the world over. In 
conservative Canada new figures 
erise. For instance, Harry Ste- 
vens has broken out in a rash, 
and the present powers in charge 
are looking somewhat askance at 
his growing power. Mr. Stevens 
-—whose full title is the Honor- 
able Henry Herbert Stevens, 
LL.D.—has been a member of the 
Canadian Parliament since 1911, 
and until recently has always 
been thought of as a most proper 
Conservative. 

However, he seems to have 
been bitten by the virus of free- 
dom, and instead of furthering 
the aims of big business, he has 
now about-faced. His investiga- 
tions into methods of business 
procedure are keeping the heads 
of large concerns on the anxious 
seat. The result of this policy on 
the part of Stevens has been to 
line up labor behind him. His 
support looks impressive. 

What induced Stevens to for- 
sake the Conservatives is not ex- 
actly clear—it is just one of 
those things. Five years ago, 
when Prime Minister Bennett 
went into power, he was made 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
a post he had already held for 
about nine years under Prime 
Minister Meighan. In the course 
cf his job he had to examine the 
records of many big firms. This 
is really what started him on the 
new path, for he found many 
things in their dealings that, ac- 
cording to his opinion, admitted 
of room for improvement. 

Stevens, being an _ energetic 
soul, published the results of his 
findings, and since then a cor- 

dial antagonism has existed be- 
tween him and the Prime Minis- 
ter. Mr. Stevens was forced to 
resign his portfolio, but in so do- 
ing he apparently strengthened 
bis political fortunes. 

At present he is the bane of 
the die-hards’ life, for young 
heads among the Conservative. 
are saying that the party had 
better line up behind some such 
figure as Harry Stevens, while 
the old guard hates him so much 
they will do anything to keep 
him out of the scene. 

He is a Vancouver lawyer, and 
broke into politics as an Alder- 
man. He was born in Bristol. 
England, but came to Canada as 
a child of eight.

HAT picture does the w d 
“greens” call to mind? Crisp,
